1. IAEA SECRETARIAT HAS BEEN IN CONTACT WITH ONE OF 
DOCTORS IN LONDON FAMILIAR WITH BOWMAN CASE, BUT NOT WITH 
PRINCIPAL PHYSICIAN (DR. WEBB) IN CHARGE OF CASE. IT APPEARS 
THAT BOWMAN MAY HAVE TO REMAIN IN LONDON ANOTHER THREE TO 
FOUR WEEKS BEFORE BEING MOVED TO UNITED STATES. SECRETARIAT 
HAS REQUESTED MISSION, THROUGH EMBASSY LONDON, TO SEEK TO 
VERIFY THIS PROGNOSIS. BOWMAN'S FAMILY IN PAKISTAN IS 
UNDERSTANDABLY CONCERNED. MISSION WOULD THEREFORE APPRECIATE 
ANYTHING LONDON CAN FIND OUT ABOUT BOWMAN'S CONDITION. 

2. FOR ISLAMABAD: MISSION RECOMMENDS THAT EMBASSY ISLAMABAD 
NOT RPT NOT ADVISE BOWMAN S FAMILY OF FOREGOING INCOMPLETE 
REPORT, PENDING LONDON S REPLY, EXCEPT TO SAY THAT OUR BEST
